On the one hand it’s about the study of 
space and ergonomics and on the other strict lines and 
geometry,” explains Bassan. He continues: "Homes 
are become a gathering place — the culture of food 
is a priority.

This Italian home needed a modern,

Simon Whitehead and his wife Liz live in 
near Exeter, England but have purchased 
this stunning house in the Gastello 
district of Venice, Italy for holidaying in 
Europe. Simon is retired while Liz is a 
university lecturer and photographer. 







The owners try to keep clutter 
to a minimunn so as not 
detract from the property’s 
character, or the stunning 
views. Handleless cabinets 
help give the kitchen a minimal 
vibe while the lower solid 
walnut cabinetry was chosen 
to complement the exposed 
wooden ceiling beams. 
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uilt on a marshy lagoon in the Adriatic Sea, Venice 
is one of the most popular destinations in Europe. 
Simon and Liz Whitehead live in Exeter, however 
they also own a small home in Venice. Simon’s 
retirement gave the couple motivation to redesign 
the property, so they called in Mark Newbery, 
managing director of Sapphire Spaces to give 
them a multi-purpose kitchen area that makes 
the most of all the limited space they have. 

M^as the brief? 

Simon: ‘‘We wanted a modern uncluttered 
kitchen that could also be used as a reasonably 
comfortable living room. The previous kitchen 
was from the Sixties, so it was hopelessly 
out of date with dangerous appliances and it 
was very cluttered and uncomfortable.” 

Mark: “From the outset Hz and Simon had 
very clear goals about achieving a clutter-free 
space that did not detract from the property’s 
character. However the room could not be 
characterless, so time and care was taken 
to create a design that complemented the 
terrazzo floor and wooden ceiling beams.” 
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The owners kept their 
Foscarini light fitting 
as a centrepiece 
above the dining area. 
The kitchen worktop 
features an integrated 
Bulthaup sink and a 
three-burner Tao gas 
hob from Barazza. 


“Consider the space that you have to work with very carefully. In this instance, although 
the kitchen dimensions are fairly modest the room is used for cooking, dining, entertaining, 
storage and for laundry. Have a ‘perfect world’ list and an ‘absolute necessity’ list because 
in small spaces you may need to make a choice between one thing or another.”

What made you choose this kitchen? 

Liz: ‘‘The style was dictated by our desire for 
an uncluttered, minimal appearance. We chose 
a ‘floating’ wall-hung set of units to minimise 
the apparent loss of space in the room.” 

Mark: “Liz and Simon fell in love with the wall-hung 
unit system in our showroom that would keep an open 
feel to their kitchen and keep their traditional Italian 
terrazzo floor fully exposed — which was a must.” 

How has the kitchen transformed the house? 

Simon: “The house is not large by UK standards 
and we do not have many habitable rooms so it 
was important to condense all the communal daily 
living into a single room. This approach has left 
other rooms available as contemplative spaces or, 
indeed, extra bedrooms when family descends.” 

Mark: “The kitchen is the centre point of the 
house and as the room acts as kitchen, utility 
room, dining room and living space, we had to 
provide a solution for the additional functional 
spaces that were required in this instance.” 

If you could do it over again, would you do anything differently? 
Liz: “We can honestly say, nothing - we love it!”

as its dancing partner - together they dance, bounce, shimmer 
and sparkle. Masters of disguise they make furniture (and even 
extractor hoods) all but disappear and ereate illusions of spaee and 
brightness in even the tiniest of kitchens and bathrooms... 
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Reflective surfaces beam rays of light into dim spaces making 
them appear larger and more inviting. Interiors are mainly 
static so the movement of a reflection - a glint here and a 
shimmer there - helps to bring spaces alive. From polished 
steel finishes on cabinets and chrome finish taps to mirror 
glass and metallic wall tiles - the choice of materials is 
extensive - with an array of products to suit every space. 

To look their dazzling best reflective surfaces need a regular 
clean, so if time is of the essence consider antiqued mirror 
glass, brushed and crackle glazed surfaces or silvered mosaics. 
Textured surfaces, unlike smooth flat ‘show every mark and splash’ 
finishes, are more forgiving, have oodles of desirable surface 
character - and finger marks don’t show nearly as much. 

However, if only full-on shine will do opt for cabinets with handles 
rather than handleless (to avoid finger marks), and strategically place 
lighting adjacent to any reflective surfaces to maximise its effect. 


Shiny surfaces are by their very nature bright and eye-catching - making them ideal as 
focal points. This Water Jewels countertop washbasin from Vitra has a shiny platinum 
finish.

he new owner of a group of abandoned flats 
took the opportunity to transform the building 
into a modern double-storey home. Kim Duffin, 
design director at Sublime Architectural Interiors, 
was charged with the task of creating an indoor- 
outdoor living space that would embrace 
the owner’s lifestyle and love of entertaining 
while celebrating her love of the outdoors. 

What was the brief? 

Kim: ‘‘The owner regularly caters for large 
groups so she wanted to stay connected to 
guests while cooking. A large oven was a 
top requirement as was making the kitchen 
island the centrepiece of the space.” 

Tell us about the centrepiece? 

Kim: “The key feature of the space is the 
illuminated dining table on the back of the island. 
It is fully backlit with RGB LED strip lighting, 
which is colour controlled with an app that can 
be used on an iPhone or iPad. Just this feature 
alone gives this space a real sense of luxury.” 

Whj didjjou choose the colour scheme?

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hen Belgian fruit farmer Kris Beckers bought a 
1970s farmhouse in desperate need of updating 
he turned to Mila Podiablonska of Absolute 
Interior Decor to make the transformation. 

What is the property like? 

Mila: 'dt’s a 1970s detached Belgian farmhouse 
with rural views to the rear, surrounded by 
apple trees and fields with horses. We worked 
with a local architect to extend the rear wall 
outwards to create space for a larger kitchen. 

A new 14m-long floor- to-ceiling glass wall now 
runs the length of the kitchen to improve the 
natural light and frame a spectacular view.” 

What was the kitchen brief? 

Kris: 'd wanted a big refrigerator with an ice 
dispenser, a kitchen island, an induction hob 
and a proper coffee machine, but I found it 


difficult to decide on a style, which is why 
I decided to use an interior designer.” 

Mila: ‘‘Kris left most of it up to me to design. 

I knew he had a passion for quality, liked order 
and could not stand clutter. He also liked 
natural stone because of its practicality.” 

What were the design challenges? 

Mila: “The big fridge was a challenge to 
integrate with the rest of the kitchen cabinets in 
a streamlined way as it was 1 50mm deeper than 
the other appliances and units. We solved the 
issue by building a special niche in the wall.” 

Are you pleased with the result? 

Kris: “The kitchen island is my favourite part. It 
is covered with beautiful quartz and is comfortable 
and practical to use. Plus, while working there you 
have a tremendous view of my land and orchards.” 
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Glossy white cabinetry was chosen to give 
a contemporary look and to work well with 
the extensive views over the fruit farm. 

The kitchen itself had to be organised 
so as not to interfere with the floor-to- 
ceiling glass of the kitchen extension

What was the inspiration for the bathroom? 

Mila: ‘‘When it came to deciding on the look, we 
followed the functional, natural concept that we used 
throughout the house. I aimed to create a Zen-like 
calming and relaxing feel with a freestanding bath 
in the middle of the room, making the most of 
the natural, diffused light from the large bathroom 
window The dark, seemingly floating cupboard and 
the sink lead the eye straight to the freestanding 
egg-shaped bath, Japanese-style panels and a walk-in 
shower with the brown marble wall in the back.” 

Tell us about the lighting 

Kris: “I love the floor-recessed spotlights in front 
of the bath as they produce a very relaxing light.” 

Mila: “A good bathroom lighting scheme creates 
energy with the bright morning light and a relaxing, 
soft mood at night. Here, the floor-level lighting 
highlights the bath while the ceiling lighting washes 
over the marble wall at the back of the shower creating 
a sense of a serene sanctuary. A touchscreen panel or 
iPad app controls the heating system and the lights.” 

What are you most pleased with? 

Mila: “I am pleased with the master bathroom. 
Choosing a warm colour marble for the floor offsets 
the bespoke dark wood cabinetry beautifully.”

Its new owner^ Karen 
Roos added guest suites, which transformed the idyllic 
holiday farm into a must-visit holiday destination. ^

IXi iW 
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abylonstoren is a Cape Dutch produce farm in 
South Africa’s Drakenstein Valley, not too far 
from Cape Town. Although it dates back to 
the late 1600s, it was only in 2010 that it was 
transformed into the holiday destination it’s 
known as today Its new owner chose to build 
a restaurant and guest suites so more visitors 
could stay and experience the lush vineyards, 
orchards, winery, heritage garden and luxury spa. 

The guest accommodation includes eight cottages, 
which have their own kitchens. The kitchens 
are made of high-grade stainless steel and are 
framed by large floor-to-ceiling windows that 


offer views of the gardens and of the Simonsberg 
Mountains. Guests are actively encouraged to 
take part in farm-to-table cooking, which means 
they can pick their own fruit and vegetables from 
the garden and cook them in their cottage. 

In addition to the cottages there are five studio 
apartments that have a living- sleeping area and a 
minimalistic ensuite bathroom. ‘‘We set out with a 
goal of creating beautiful bathrooms,” explains owner 
Karen Roos, who worked alongside Terry de Waal, 
general manager at Babylonstoren, to design the guest 
suites. “The idea was to design the bathrooms to be 
pure and timeless, while still being very luxurious.” 
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A mirrored wall in bathroom one gives the illusion 
of more space while ensuring the room remains 
light. A Victorian style bath has been added to 
give the stripped-back ensuite some character. 
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There are two distinct bathroom designs, however 
both follow a similar muted colour scheme. 

‘d’m probably most pleased with the parade of 
whites”, says Karen, referring to the tones seen 
in both the bathroom designs. The light and 
pale hues are simplistic and help brighten the 
rooms. The first design features a mirrored wall, 
which gives the illusion of space while reflecting 
light back into the room. This scheme includes 
cream wall tiles and white products including a

Despite the minimal appearances, the bathrooms 
weren’t as simple to create as their design suggests. 

‘‘The main challenge was keeping the designs simple 
while still giving them a really luxurious feel,” recalls 
Karen. The traditional products, such as the 1930 Series 
basin from Duravit, offer a sense of luxury while the 
pared-down colour scheme helps keep the space pure. 

The finished bathroom designs are simple while 
also being elegant and luxurious — perfectly 
suited to the idyllic location — and Karen is 
pleased with the result, “I know I’m happy with 
the final result as I want to be there now!”
